FLYING IN D REAMS. 

A Sensation Like That Which Some- 

vim am P re e trie ft Daath

The sensation of flying is one of the 
to appear in the dreams of 
It seeing to become less 
frequent after middle age. Beaunis 
states that In his case it ceased at the 
age of fifty. It Is sometimes the lust 
sensation at the moment of death. 

To rise, to fall, to glide away has 
often been the last conscious sensation 
recalled by those who seemed to be 
dying, but have afterward been brought 
back to life, rieron has noted this 
sensation at the moment of death in a 
number of cases, usually accompanied 
by a sense of well being. The cases he 
describes were mostly tuberculous aud 
Included Individuals of both sexes and 
s religious be- 



In all the last sensation to which ex- 
pression was given was one of flying, 
of moving upward. In some death was 
peaceful. In others painful. In one 
case a girl died clasping the Iron bars 
of the bed, in horror of being borne 
upward. 

Pieron associates this sensation with 
the similar sensation of rising and float- 
ing in dreams and with that of mov- 
ing upward and resting on the air ex- 
perienced by persons In the ecstatic 
state. In all these cases alike life is 
being concentrated In the brain and 
central organs, while the outlying dis- 
tricts of the body are becoming numb 
and dead. 

Dream flight, it Is necessary to note, 
is not usually the sustained flight of a 
bird or an Insect, and the dreamer 
rarely or never imagines that he is 
borne high into the air. Hutchinson 
states that of all those whom he has 
asked about the matter hardly one 
has ever knowu himself to make any 
high flights In his dreams. One al- 
most always flies low. with a skim- 
ming manner, slightly, bat only slight- 
ly, above the heads of pedestrians. 

Beaunis— from bis own experience- 
describes a typical kiud of dream 
flight as a series of light bounds at 
one or two yards above the earth, each 
bound clearing from ten to twenty 
yards, the dream being accompanied 
by a delicious sensation of ease and 
movement as well as a lively satisfac- 
tion at being able to solve the problem 
of aerial locomotion by virtue of su- 
perior organization alone. 

Lafcadio Ileum somewhat similarly 
describes In his "Shadowlugs" a typi- 
cal and frequent dream of his own as 
a series of bounds in long parabolic 
curves, rising to a height of some twen- 
ty-five feet and always accompanied by 
Uie sense that a new power had been 
revealed, which for the future would 
be a permanent possession.— Atlantic.

Again the Beneficiary of a 
Handsome Gift From a 
Wealthy Philanthropist 



.( special from Chicago to the Climax 
says: Dr. D. K. Pearson, of Uinstlale. 
111., wiH celebrate his ninety-first birth- 
day April 21 by the distribution of $300,- 
000 to schools and religious organiza- 
tions. This will make his total distri- 
butions of recent years ne&rly •5,000.- 
000, most of which has been given to 
small colleges. 

The gifts are termed by Dr. Pearson 
as "debts," and in most cases are ful- 
fillments of his pledges to dilferent bod- 
ied of certain sums, when they should 
have collected other stipulated amounts.

Highland College. Kansas, $10,000; Mc- 
Ken.lree College, Illinois, $10, 000; other 
smaller gifts make a total of $300,000. 

"I shaH celebrate my birthday anni- 
versary by getting out of debt.'' said Dr. 
Pearson. 'A year ago I gave notice 
that 1 would be getting old by this time 
and a man of my age had no business 
being in debt. I shall lie down on Ap- 
pril 24 out of debt for the first time in 
trany years. I have had these out- 
standing pledges for many years and 
have worked them off as one after an- 
other of the institutions met their obli- 
gations." 

While most of Dr. Pearson's gifts 
have been lo smaller colleges, different 
institutions here have received more 
than $1,000,000 from the Hinsdale phil- 
anthropist. Among the chief benefi- 
ciaries of Dr. Pearson among the smal- 
ler schools has been the Berea College 
of Kentucky, which has received more 
than $100,000. In reviewing his gifts 
Thursday he said the one from which 
he had derived the most pleasure was 
the gift of $50,000 for a water works 
system for Berea.

Old Kentucky.

The Kentucky mountaineer, of whom 
we have heard so much, mostly lies, in 
a quantity in the might)" equation of 
American citizenship somewhat corres- 
ponding to the Higland Scot of the time 
of Robbie MacUregor or earlier, when 
MacCallum Moore was chief of the 
Campbells. Let a Kentucky mouutain- 
eer kill an emeny and every miserable 
and malicious Pharisee in the land wells 
up his eyes and washes his hands "with 
invisible soap in imperceptible water," 
and bewails the "barbarism" that main- 
tains in the proudest Commonwealth 
between earth and sky, whereas incid- 
ental trivial remark is called forth by 
foul murder in other commuuites. I un- 
dertake to say that in a given twenty- 
four hours more crime, violent or steal- 
thy, is committed in the city of New 
York than in the entire Slate of Kentuc- 
ky in a given twenty-four days, and life 
and property, especially property, are 
safer in Kentucky than in New York. 
In Kentucky it takes 100 percent to^ive 
full title. In New York it only requires 
(51 per cent. 

It seems that there is a strike on the 
Queen & Crescent railroad in Kentucky 
because of the employment of negro 
fireman lo operate the trains on that line. 
The trouble in Kentucky is connined lo 
Pulaski and Whitley counties, where a 
search warrant would not have* discover- 
ed a negro in 1800, and w here a search 
warrant would meet with difficulty in 
finding a Democrat in 1811. So there is 
nothing political in the trouble, which 
is due to caste thai is stronger than 
government and law*, stronger than 
morals and religions, stronger than 
armies and navies. A hatfdful of ne- 
Kroes. have been killed in this quarrel— 
perhaps a half dozen — but not a great 
while ago a hundred negroes were killed 
in Illinois in the shadow of the monu- 
ment reared to perpetuate the fame of 
Abraham Lincoln, and the-Iilinois lynch- 
ing was because of that same quarrel 
that is incited by caste.

Scarcely a day 
passes that you d< not read in a northern 
uewspapaer that I. culprit is saved from 
the vengance of the mob by the vigi- 
lance and the valor of ample police force. 
The mob spirit is rampant intljc North. 

As for the nighi riding, it is cowardly, 
brutal and a disgrace to the Stale. But 
the provocation is sore.

Under the laws of the 
Commonwealth, '»hen one fa thrice 
found guilty of a f)lony, it is imperative 
that the sentence imposed be a life term 
in Stato's prison. It appears that this 
IKtrticular rogue had stolen a turkey of 
value adequate to lift the crime to the 
dignity of grand larceny, and as a Kan- 
sas rooster sold for 91,000. it is no vio- 
lence to reason or suppose that Kentuc- 
ky has a turkey gobbler worth *20. Ile;e 
is some grief an Et.stern Pharisee wastes 
on that episode: 

"It is inconceivable ihat in an enlight- 
ened community, .n one of the greatest 
States of this Union, justice can be so 
strained that it deliberately sentences a 
man to life solituds in the penitentiary 
for stealing a fowl. The press dispatch- 
es from Georgetown, Ky., says ibis has 
done. Such pcrvursion should . arouse 
the righteous w-ath of every man. 
woman and child. The courts of a 
great Stale have b>;en brought into dis- 
repute. Tne victiti of this remarkable 
judicial deliverance was a colord man, 
and his otTense tin theft of a turkey on 
the eve of Christmas. True, the man 
had served time twice befoie: but may 
there have not boot extenuating circum- 
lances? The bare facts have only reach 
ed the East, but il e one fact lhal life 
I imprisonment may follow such a petty 
crime is sufficient o direct emphatic ai< 
tent ion to what apj ears from a distance, 
a miscarriage of justice iu the grand 
Cotntnonwealih soith of the Ohio river 
Nobody in Kentucky was ever sentenc- 
ed to ■"solitary" coitinement in State's 
prison, "ilut may there not have been 
extenuating cirucnstancesY" Hardly. 
The belter opinioi would be, and the 
rational, lhal there was aggravating cir- 
cumstances, for it stands to reason that 
a sneak thief ihr.ee convicted of the 
crime committed tome scores of other 
iarcencies not discovered. This man is 
an incorrigible lUil f, brjd iu iho b_me. 
Where is a better place for such a mis- 
creant than in the penilentary .- The fol- 
lowing comment ot thisatfair isgiatutt- 
ous in view of ihe lact that white men 
have been senteno»d to State's prison 
for life under the identical statue invok- 
ed in this case: "The question well 
may be asked, Would this verdict have 
been' rendered if the prisioner at the bar 
was a White man.' Does prejudice 
against color in Kentucky prevent the 
administration of justice, always sup- 
rosed to be blind, nnd dealing with all 
classes equally and fairly, regardless of 
social caste?" 

And then our outiaged sentimentalist 
wants "the intervetition of some legis- 
lative or executive authority with power 
to undo this grievous wrong," and he 
calls on the Goven or of Kentucky to 
render inoperative tl.e verdict "sauctton- 
e3 under the questionable authority of 
a habitual criminal act."

SWISS VIGILANCE. 



For 



Effective Supervision Over All 
oignera In the Country. 

In proportion to her population 
Switzerland glr^s asylum to more for- 
eign anarchists and revolutionists than 
any country ia Europe. If tbey re- 
siiect the law ihey may remain In this 
country as long as they wish. The 
Swiss have a very effective method of 
supervising the foreigner, be he an 
arcbist or banker. 

Every foreigner arriving in Switzer- 
land must procure from the town ball 
a permis de ccjour within eight days 
of his arrival, under penalty of a Que, 
or, in serious cases, of expulsion from 
the country. In order to obtain this 
permission his papers must be In order 
—that Is to say, be must take bis 
passport to his. consular representative 
In Switzerland and have It signed by 
the latter. By this simple method the 
Identity of the foreigner is established, 
and in return for his papers, which 
are docketed Li the town hall, he re- 
ceives a permit) de cejour for a period 
lasting from a few days to a year— 
the maximum duration-wben it must 
be renewed. This rule ia so strict that 
even Swiss citizens of other cantons 
are classed as "foreigners," and must 
take out their permission to reside in 
another canton. 

An exception is made In favor of 
visitors staying at the principal hotels 
and pensions, who are nominally al- 
lowed two months' stay (instead of 
eight days) In Switzerland before they 
are expected to legalize their papers, 
but this law it not strictly enforced, 
as the hotel proprietor supplies the po- 
lice with a list of his guests at fro 
quent periods. — Washington Star.

Records Show That tho Early Athlotos 
War* Masters of Over Four Hundred 
Different Holds— Many of th. Old 

Grips An Used In th* Modern Game. 

i 

The strenuous wrestling game Is as 
old as the hills. In the days when 
men lived In caves, clothed themselves 
with Dg leaves In summer and girded 
their loins and limbs with ski us of fur 
in winter wrestling was part of their 
mode of fighting. That the change In 
the mode of Life during the long circle 
of years to the present day has not 
injured the art, that It exists practical- 
ly as It was In the dim, uncertain 
ages of the past, softened and mel 
lowed perhaps in some of the rude 
essentials. Is made manifest by the 
records which have stood all th 
years, mocking the attempts of Father 
Time to efface them. 

In the temple tombs of BenI Hasan, 
located near the banks of the Nile, 
bewn In stone, wrestlers are depicted 
in various positions, exemplifying all 
the holds and falls that the modern 
exponents of wrestling now use In 
their bouts. In tombs Nos. 10 and 17 
the figures of the wrestlers represent 
nearly 430 positions. It would seem 
from this that the Egyptians were 
masters of the art of wrestling and 
that the present day athlete scarcely 
deviates from the methods employed 
by men In this sport when the earth 
was young and Egypt was the head, 
legs and torso of civilization. 

It was from the Egyptians that the 
Greeks obtained their knowledge of 
wrestling. The figures in the Bent 
Hasan tombs prove this. The Greeks 
were the greatest fighters of those 
days, and It was but natural that they 
adopted sports as a mcaus to develop 
their physical condition; hence it was 
that at their games held at Olympia 
and elsewhere at stated Intervals 
wrestling was part of the program. 
At these games the champions of the 
friendly nations met In rivalry. There 
was great glory attached to a victory. 
The successful competitor was treated 
like a hero. His return to his native 
land and his entry iuto bis home city 
were made an occasion for a trium- 
phant procession. He was the hero of 
the day, of the hour. 

The Olympic games— their revival 
dates from 776 B. C.— were held every 
four years at Olympia. In Ellis. They 
were started as a religious festival In 
honor of Jupiter, but the games, like 
the play, soon became the thing, and 
the people lost sight of the solemnity 
and sanctity of the meetings and as- 
sembled there Just to see the sport 

It was In the eighteenth Olympiad. 
107 H a. that the first record of wres- 
tling was established. Eurabatos. a 
Spartan, was tbe victor. He carried 
off the prize, a crown of wild olive 
made from a tree which stood within 
the lnclosure at Olympia. 

It will be seen from this that wres- 
tling Is one of the oldest sports, pas- 
times, means of attack or defense, call 
it what you will, known In ihe history 
of man. From the dawn of literature 
there are records of wrestling bouts. 
To Homer we owe that glittering, 
glowing description of the encounter 
between Ajax and Ulysses, lie Im- 
mortalized Ajax, who was the Incar- 
nation of strength, the physical power 
in man. and Ulysses, the crafty, the 
champion of every art and wile. Ho- 
mer before be was stricken blind wit- 
nessed many great wrestling bouts In 
the Greek cities. In his "Iliad" be 
graphically describes tbe wrestling 
boul between Ulysses and Ajax. 

Nor is that alL In the convulsions 
of strife which followed among the 
righting warriors, down through many 
chaotic changes ont of which empires 
rose and fell along the path of time, 
in periods dull, creaking, rude and 
uross down to the present decade, 
wrestling was known, understood and 
played Its part. That Shakespeare In 
his- day realized its popularity and 
made use of it la evident in that scene 
.eiueen Orlando and tbe duke's wres- 
tler In "As You Like It." Although 
the ptny was supposed to take place in 
France, tbe wrestling In this scene is a 
reproduction of that practiced in Eng- 
land at that time. 

In the long time that wrestling has 
held sway there have been many styles 
— c;itch-u« catch-can, Greco-Boman, col- 
Inr uud elbow, recumbent and upright 
Teruiiuology of wrestling terms La 
meager. The names In many in- 
stances were purely local— as, for In 
stauce, Cumberland and Westmore- 
luud, which In this country Is called 
back wrestling. Collar and elbow 
wrestling originated in the counties of 
Cornwall and Devon, England, and 
•till is practiced there. 

The catch -us-catch can and Greco- 
Boman styles arc-now tbe only ones 
■sed in championship matches. The 
former la all that Its name Implies. 

wrestler may catch his adversary 
on any part of tbe body, neck, head or 
limbs. In tbe latter style the hold la 
restricted to that part of the body 
above the waist Hue.

The sun Is a great 
mass of white hot matter. It Is the at- 
mosphere that enablea us to see light, 

i nd outside of our atmosphere It is ab- 
solute darkness, as dark as the Interior 
(f Mammoth cave. In an arc lamp It 

ii the white hot particles of carbon 
floating between the two electrodeii 
that produce light. In the incandes- 
cent lamp It Is the hairpin filament in- 
side the glass globe that when heated 
t>y electricity, gives off light waves 
In gas and oil lamps light is produced 
ty the heated particles of carbon In the 
fames above the wick or mantle. 

The eye can stand without tiring a 
trilliance of about fire candle power 
ti the square inch of surface. The or- 
dinary candle flame gives only two or 
tbree candle power to the square Inch. 
T'blle the sun at senltb gives 000,000. 
The arc light ranks next to sunlight, 
f "lib 10,000 candle power an Inch, and 
tbe best tungsten filament Incandea- 
cents give 1,000 candle power. This 
means that if tbe sun could be chang 
ed Into a ball of tungsten It would 
tirow off only 1,000 candle power of 
light from every square Inch of Its 
surface, when the world would be 
practically dark and w« should freeze 
to death in a weak. 

Tbe prism shows that white light Is 
Composed of a happy blend of all col- 
ors of the spectrum. Tbe sun glvea 
the only pure white light with the arc 
lumps a

place. Sky light sqch as con* 
the north on a clear day, Is 
shite. Gas 
light, open flame yellow light and kero 
•:ne orange light. 

By tbe laws of evolution the human 
e.re has become accustomed to sun 
Iteht. or sky light, coming obliquely 
fiom above, sod our eyes resent light 
coming from any other source. Snow 
b Indness, distress from white sand or 
water, is the result of violating this 
rule. Tbe upper eyelid Is adapted to 
aliade the eye from a strong light 
fiom above. The lower lid cannot per- 
form this office, so when s strong light 
is reflected up into the eyes It blinds 
ua 

Tbe K ray has proved beyond doubt 
tt at there are light rays which move 
t(o fast for human eyes to register. 
Tbls light penetrates books, wood, pa 
por and even human flesh. With the 
fliioroscope to ssslst our eyes we csn 
ste the bones in our arm without both 
eilng tc remove coat or shirt. But a 
man with X ray eyes would be sadly 
handicapped in this world, for be 
ctiild see nothing but solids, such ss 
earths and metals, and would be un 
al>le to see s board fence at all. Be 
yond doubt there is light so bright 
ttat the eyea cannot sea It, aud to ns 
all is darkness beyond what our eyea 
will register. 

Light rays themselves are Invisible 
When they move through tbe ether 
aline our eyes cannot see them, conse 
quently all Is total darkness. Bui 
wien they meet with the resistance of 
i»ir atmosphere, producing beat, tbey 
register on tbe r-itlna and— behold, we 
can see! As tbe atmosphere thins 
rapidly aa we go upward, so In pro 
rxrtloD tbe air resistance diminishes, 
aid consequently the beat of the aun 
se?ms to grow less. This explains 
why tbe tops of blgb mountains are 
al arays covered with snow.

Is Day for Through Trains from 
Louisville to Beattville Via 
L & A. and Highlands. 



According to reports from Frankfurt 
the through trains will begin 
operations between Beattyville and 
Louisville via Richmond. Nicholasville. 
Versailles and Frankfort not later than 
April 20th, unless some unfavorable 
weather should delay track ballasting. 

The connecting link, which is known 
as the Kentucky Highlands Railroad, 
between Versailles and Frankfort, is ex- 
pected to be completed by the above 
date and this fifteen miles of road will 
connect the L. St. A. at Versailles with 
the L. & N. Frankfort, thus making a 
through road from Beauyville to Louis- 
ville, a distance of 170 miles.

Burning the Dsad at Btnares a Care- 
less and Callous Rite, 

Describing the horning of their dead 
ky the Hindus of ludin at Benares, 
Price Collier in Scribner's Magazine 
•ays: 

1 bare been present at these burn- 
ings. The bodies are brought in on a 
frail litt-r. A pile of logs is built op, 
held In place by four Iron stanchions. 
The body, with the bead uncovered, 
is placed on the logs, more logs are 
piled on top, the litter U broken up 
and added to the small fagots under- 
neath and the fire lighted. There are 
various ceremonies connected with the 
rito. The body Is carried several times 
around the pile before being placed up- 
on It The nearest relative walks 
around the pile with a jar of water, 
letting It drip down as be goes till of 
a sudden he dashes the Jar to the 
ground, breaking It to ploces-a sym 
bol of life, everywhere. At a certain 
moment, too, the skull Is fractured by 
tbe nearest relaUre to allow the easy 
escape of tbe spirit to another world. 
Where tbe deceased Is rich tbe fire Is 
made of costly and sweet smelling 
wood, sandalwood and the like, and 
the ceremonies are more elaborate and 
more prolonged. No doubt it is tbe 
ideal way to dispose of a dead body, 
but when I hare seen it done here it 
seemed to me a callous and a careless 
rite 

I have noUced all over India the ab- 
solute Indifference of tbe natives them- 
selves to the pain and deformities 
and maladies that are displayed as an 
excuse for alius. It Is not the stoicism 
of our western Indians, who thought It 
dishonorable to show fear or to shrink 
from pain, but an Imbedded indiffer 
ence, a numbness to this particular 
influence.
